Issues Through Her Moth- 
er in Fernie Her Version 
of Shooting

DECLARES THAT PIC 
USED TWO GUNS 


Asserts That Woman Liv- 
ing Near Blairmore Saw 
the Shooting 


FERNIE, B.C., April 30—(Canadian 
Press) —From the death cell in 
Fort Saskatchewan jail, Mra. Flor- 
ence Lassandra todey issued 
through her mother in Fernie her 
version hitherto withheld of the en- 
counter last fall in the Crow's Nest 
Pass between Constable 8. O, Law- 
son, of the provincial police, and 
Emilio Picariello, ploneer merchant 
of Fernie, when Lawson was shot 
to death. Mrs. Lassandra and Pic- 
ariello were later found gullty by 
a jury of murder and both were 
condemned to hang on Wednesday 
next. 4@n appeal for clenfancy for 
Mrs, Lassandra was denied by the 
supreme court of Canada last week. 
The jail authorities are now in pos- 
seasion of Mrs. Lasandra’s new reve- 
lations and have promised to for- 
ward them to the governor general 
in Ottawa _with all speed. 

According to Mrs. Lassandra’s 
confession to her mother, Mrs, Vi- 
cenze Constanae, who has just re- 
turned from a visit to her daughter 
in jail, Picariello did the shooting 
with two guns, both of which he 
carried when he set out in wrath 
from Fernie to avenge the shooting 
and wounding of his son by Con- 
stable Lawson when Picariello the 
younger ‘fatied to respond to the 
constable's order to halt at the pro- 
vincial border for inspection of his 
automobile, 

Mrs, Lassandra insists that she 
was not armed at t'* time of the 
shooting, that Pica:.cllo fired five 
shots from one revolver, then drew 
a second @nd fired two more shots 
into the retreating constable. Thie 
second gun Picariello thrust upon 
Mrs, Lassandra with the order that 
she keep it, the woman's statement 
says. 

Mrs. Lassandra says her husband, 
who is an employee of Picariello’s, 
enjoyned silence concerning every- 
thing that happened, promising his 
wife that when Picariello had been 
cleared of the murder charge, Mrs. 
Lassandra would be proved innocent 
too, and that all Picariello’s finan- 
clal resources would be at her dis- 
posal, Mrs. Lassandra further 
claims, according to her mother, 
that a milk vendor named = Mrs. 
Guiseppe Fulfilo witnessed the 
whole affair from the roadway 
where the shooting took place, that 
Mrs. Fulfilo told a police officer the 
next day her version of the shoot- 
ing and was informed that her evi- 
dence was not needed further. This, 
Mrs. Lassandra's family.claims to 
have elicited from Mrs. Fulfilo, who 
now lives up in the hills between 
Coleman and Blairmore, Mrs. Son- 
stanze says, and three presons are 
prepared to testify that Mrs, Ful- 
filo gave them thir version of the 
shooting as she witnessed it. 

James Lassandra, husband, of the 
condemned woman, is now manag- 
ing Picariello's affairs. He lives at 
Blairmore. 
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MRS, MARY FLORENOE LASSAN- 
DRA, formerly Mary Constanze, 
who now deciares her innocence 
of shooting, saying Picariello fired 
all the shots and then thrust one 
of two guns in her hand,

—Superintendents and matagers of

OTTAWA, Apri! 80, (Canadian 
Press) — Government proposals to 
restrict Chinese immigration were 
under fire in the house of commons 
today, Under the government bill, 
Chinese immigvuuts are lHmited 
practically to merchants and stu- 
dents; and it was on “‘merchar.ts” 
tnat ecriticiam chiefly turned, Op- 
position members from British Co- 
lumbia urged that the term was 
jax ond pressed for a definition of 
it in the bill dtself rather than in 
yr gulations to be prepared under 
the bill. 

Ww. G. MeQuarrle, of New West- 
minster, had an amendment to 
substitute for merchants," trade re- 
presentatives’ of Chinese  fir.ns 
carrying on international trade be- 
tween Canada and China and fur- 
ther to prohibit such trade repre- 
sentatives from conducting any “re- 
tall, wholesale or jobbing ware- 
houses or shops in Canada." 

Premier King intimated that the 
government would be willing to ac- 
cept the amendment Jf it were 
changed to jsead “merchants, tn- 
cluding sales agents and purchasing 
agents engaged in the important 
export trade with China.” Sut both 
amendment was suggested sub 
amendement went ove .

FARM TROUBLE 
IS PERSONAL 


Mutual Life Insurance Company 
Executive Chairman Gives 
Evidence at Ottawa 


OTTAWA, April 30,.—feventy-five 
per cent of the present difficulties 
of the western farmer are a personal 
matter, and the other twenty-five 
per cent are large due to rapid de- 
fiation on the prices of the farmers’ 
products, in the opinion of Charles 
Bowman, chatrman of the execu- 
tive committee of the Mutual LAfe 
Insurance company, who continued 
his statement to the house special 
agriculture committee this after- 
noon. 

“The farmer, to date, has got the 
raw end of the deal,” said Mr. Bow- 
man.

But the fact that British 
subjects, in the old lands and in Canada, are al- 
lowed to carry on a more or less open traffic in 
defiance of the laws af the United States is ob- 
viously doing nothing to strengthen good feeling 
between these countries, nor to cultivate the popu- 
lar regard for authority which is necessary if 
pence and order are to prevail.

more for what they have to eat. And {t 1s a con- 
vincing rejoinder to the plea that the Westera 
farmer cannot be_prosperous uniess ‘he Govern- 
ment takes to issuing fiat money and lending it to 
him at the cost of printing; or sets up a loan 
agency and breaks the market value of real 
money, 

Of course no one supposes that the farmers in 
the Weyburn district have all been getting ahead 
that fast nor that a similarily good report could 
be turned in from every Western town. But the 
Weyburn district ia not the beat farming district 
in the West, nor by any means the only good one. 
What apparently counts for this splendid show- 
ing from that locality is that it has a large per- 
centage of farmers who would rather save money 
than borrow it, who Hive withtn their means in 
fat and lean years, and who thus have something 
left at the end of the season to show for their 
work, And in every part of the West, where abso- 
lute crop failure has not occurred, there are to be 
found farmers of that stamp. Whether they con- 
stitute a majority or a minority in any particular 
distrfet does not matter to the argument; they 
set the pace and prove by performance that farm- 
ing in the West is not a sure and certain short-cut 
to bankruptey. If there are exceptions to the rule 
anywhere that is not the fault of the country or 
its banks or its Goverment. What they have done 
others could have done, and can still do if they 
will adopt the same methods, farm with their 
heads as well as their hands, be content to walk 
until they are able toe run, keep clear of debt and 
aim steadily to accumulate their own capital in- 
stead of borrowing from some one else and pay- 
ing interest. 

Undoubtedly that means doing withont some 
things for a time at least. It may mean a horse 
and buggy instead of a motor car, and a corre- 
spanding]y modest scheme of living all round. That 
is the price of success in this world, in country as 
jn town. Those who are prepared to pay the price 
deserve to succeed and nowhere are the chances 
better of gaining steadily ,thongh perhaps slowly, 
than they are on the farm. Those who are not 
prepared to pay the price of success must expect to 
pay the price of disappointment or extravagance. 
On the Western farm as elsewhere, Providence 
helps those who help themselves, and neither Pro- 
vidence, Governments nor banks can do much for 
the others. 

Tt is not from these 240 Weyburn farmers, nor 
the thousands of other farmers scattered over the 
prairies who have been following the same course, 
that the demand for fiat-money is coming, nor the 
demand for money at artificially depressed rates 
of interest. The farmer who leys by a part of his 
year’s income thus becomes a capitalist. Like the 
city wage-earner who saves a portion of his earn- 
ings, he is entitled to a chance to invest it to the 
best advantage, and to get the highest interest if 
he loans it that fair competition will give him, If 
the Government were to issue rag money it would 
destroy the value of the accumulated savings of 
farmers and townsfolk and wipe out the reward 
that is coming to them for the foresight they have 
exercised at the cost of self-denial. If the Govern- 
ment were to establish a loan scheme and lend 
real money at cut rates it would thus rob the 
thrifty farmer and the prudent wage-earner of the 
fruit of their toil. 

The banks are not the real money-lenders of 
the country. They are agents which borrow 
money from other people and make St available 
for financing the business of the community. Only 
a fraction of their loans represent money belong- 
ing to their share-holders, The more the banks 
can get for the use of money the more they ean 
afford to pay the owners of it—and it is the busi. 
nes of Parliament to see thet they split the profits 
fairly, Ata time when Parliament is being arged 
to supply artificially cheapened money su posed- 
ly as an act of aggression against the banks, it is 
in order to remember that the real sufferers from 
that line of policy would be the farmer—and the 
townsman—who lives within his income and has 
a balance at the end of the year which he wants to 
pat out at interest, through the banks or other- 


wise.

DRY APRIL, 
GOOD CROP 


The History of Central Alberta 
Would Indicate That Alberta 
Will Get Moisture When Most 
Required This Year 


We understand that a few farm. 
ers are delaying their seeding until 
it rains, If this is true, they do not 
understand the past history of our 
Alberta weather and they are waat« 
ing valuable time in order to wail 
for something we don't need, bar 
trom it being a benefit to heve rain 
in April, it ig almost a detriment. 
This is not so much for the reason 
that rain jin this month holds up 
feeding, but it is ohiefly for the 
fact that rain in April ie not need- 
ed and the more we have this 
month the less we will have in May, 
June, July and to the middle of 
August when it is imperative. 

very day of rain in April means 
so much leg rain in the growing 
months of the yeas, 

This statement ig not made on 
hearsay, but on the official weather 
records for this part of Alberta 
complied at the Lacombe Experi- 
mental farm from 1908 to 1922 In- 
clusive, also those of A. G. Fox, of 
Stottler, who has had a government 
btaton here since 1918, The meteor: 
Ology of central Alberta is one of 
ths most interesting eubjects any- 
one could take up and farmers par- 
ticularly should study the returns a 
given in the annual reports of La- 
combe Wxperimental station. When 
these records extend over a suf. 
ficient number of years, {t is almosi 
@ certainty that they can be de- 
vended upon to draw inferences for 
the future, 

Regarding the weather of the 
month of April from 1908 to 1923 

Our s0-called wet years ran from 
1908 to 1619 inclusive. The aver. 
age rainfall for the thirteen years 


| being 17.742 inches, 


Yet in the above years when the 
rainfall was ample in May, June, 
July and August, tha months of 
April were dry and very dry. 

That is, in every case where the 


month of April was dry, the fol- 
lowing summer was wet. 

Moreover when April began to 
eet wet. in 1918, 1919, 1920, 1921 
ace 1922, the summers began to gat 
ry. 

There has never been a case fn 


Alberta when a dry April was fol- 
lowed by a dry summer, nor has 
there been @ case where a wet Apri) 
was followed by a wet summer. 
Most rules have their exceptions 
but during the past 15 years in Al- 
berta the official records show thal 


| the rule of a dry Apri! followed by a 


wet summer has never been broken 
During the past 15 years the 
growing season has been favored 
with 77.57 per cent. of the annual
